New Delhi, the 8 th July 1975 

No. F. 2(12)-NS/75. —The President hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Post Office (Recurring Deposits) Rules, 1970, namely:— - • 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Post Office (Recuriing Deposits) (Third Amend¬ 
ment) flules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force immediately. 

_2.. In the Post Office (Recurring Deposits) Rules, 1970— 

(a) rule 4 ahull be renumbered as sub-rule (1) thereof ppd after sub-rule (1) as 
so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely ;— 

"(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1), on the expiry of the 
period of 5 years from the date of the first deposit, the account holder 
may at his option— 

(i) continue to make the deposit in his account,, or 

(ii) avail of the facility of keeping the maturity value of the deposits that 

stands in his credit in the account for a,further period upto a maxirpum 
of 5 years." 
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(b) after sub-rule ( 2 ) of rule 9 , the following sub-rules shall be inserted, namely :— 
“( 3 ) The amount, inclusive of interest, payable at the end of each completed 
period of one year after the date of maturity, shall be as specified in 
Table A or Table B below, as the case may be:—
